In fact, the entire problem of University 
athletic participation la one which now meelts the ^ 
attention of every student Md alumnus. 

Vanquished last Friday nigt>t In the annual homes 
coming contest and defeated this year In alx consecu*' 
tlve games, the team, as the representative of the 
school, has become the ceqter of continued huifiltaHon 
by the city newspapers. Various local ’papers have.' 
carried feature stories. In a manner unfriendly to , 
the Univeitslly, deirtblng Interviews between' plw 
pective athletes and the coaching -staff, claiming to 
be baffled by the official administrative attitude to- 
ward atldetics'. and finally, purporting to be oertato 
of the impending resignation ol Coach Stahley. And, 
thus far, there has: been not one word or one Instance , 
of action wlilch would constitute a refutation on the 
part ol the Vniverslty. 

The sting ol these accusations is increased wtien 
one attempts to compare them with, the attitude bf 
the team Itself, ’ihoiigh being defeated by a sub- 
stantial margin, late. In the last quarter, Coadi 
Stahley’f chargee nevertheless managed to disj^lay 
a heart-warming degree of iplrit in losing to VPL 
Oartalnly, we need not be ashamed of the spirit of the 
team, or of the manner In which It conducted itself.

Democracy ? 


• "WHY SHOULD I vote In these college elections ^ 
anyway? They're nothing but political stamping ^ 
grounds for a lew Interested kids and their cohorta.” , 
TWs question and its corollary , comment are ones ' 
which every student has a right to have answered. 
Mo one, least ol all the editors ol The Hatchet, is 
capaUe of answering this question to the satisfac- 
tion of every .student, However, anyone [ Who believes 
In democracy on the campuses ol America can present 
a' sound argument In Its support, Thst' democracy 
■hould and must prevail in this country’s InsUtu-, 
tlons ol higher leanilng, we believe to be beyond 
question. 

But what about the charge that college elections 
are merely "political stamping grounds?" A quick 
glance at the biographical sketches ol members of 
Congress shows that a great majority ol the nation’s 
legislative leaders were politically active in their 
cdlege life. Thia very fact demonstrates the benefits 
that both individuals and the country receive from 
the political activities of these leaders in college life. 

Even if the charge thlit college elections am 
nothing more than an experimental igroving grounds 
tar a few Individuals were admitted, no one phould 
dalm that this situation is not subject to control. 
For the very base ot a democracy lies in the fact that 
those persons who are elected are responsible to the 
dectorate. The entire history of not only city ma- 
ddnes, but college ones, shows that wherever a 
political machine has gained control, one of the 
infmary reasons has been due to the cmnplaoency of 
the electorate. Simple arithmetic and common sense 
are sufficient to prove that the chances of any ma- 
dilne ate greater when only 25%, or even 50%, 
of the electorate goes to the polls. 

In the last dection hdd at the University less than 
a0% of the students exercised their demomtie duty 
aad privilege to vote for the ca nd ldatee ol thdr 
ekoloe. This seems to us to be even more dcplenUe 
when It la remsmbered that the voter doesn’t have to 
travel to the polls but finds them practical^ under 
bis Boiit and open from moming to nigfrt to aooom- 
atedate avary student.

“American audiences have ac- 
cepted the idea of a chorus In 
musical productldhs but have never 
approved of speaking choruses 
which are the basis of Greek plays,” 
. said Miss Gilder. 

The Greek works balance a 
> chorus against the emotions of a 
single person or idea— In this case, 
Mddea, who personifies Evil,” she 
continued. 

Miss Gilder stated that the play 
left the audience with the feeling 
that Evil had stalked across ^c 
earth and that they wanted no 
more to do with It. 

“One of the Interesting points 
of the play from an actor's view,'* 
shejMld. "was the manner in which 
Miss Anderson varied the Intensity 
of emotion Which ran tl^ugh the 
entire play and the Way that Mr. 
Glelud held himself off from the 
audience to further direct their 
attention toward the character por- 
trayed by Miss Anderson.” 

On her first visit to the Univer- 
sity, Miss Gilder was very favor- 
ably Impressed with jhe school and 
especially yrllk jUle magnificently 
equipped Usner Auditorium.
